PREP ACE 

I have pleasure in presenting the Anmal Report of the Health 
Department for the year ended 3lst December, 1961, 

The population living within the area has decreased by six hundred and 
ninety since the 1951 Census, The number of live births was sixty two, two 
less than 1960, and the adjusted birth rate is 15.43 per thousand as compared 
with 17.4 per thousand for England and Wales. There were two stillbirths 
and one infant death; these were unavoidable. No mother died as a result 
of childbirth. 

The number of registered deaths wags ninety five, an increase of twenty 
over 1960, The death rate per thousand is 16.4 as compared with 12.0 for 
England and Wales. By far the commonest cause of death is disease of the 
heart and arteries of the brain, 

No cases of acute infectious diseases were notified. There were 
three new cases of tuberculosis and another person died from the disease. 

A more detailed account of the work of the Health Departinent is found 
in the following pages. The Public Health Inspector has, quite rightly, 
drawn attention once again to the urgent need for adequate sewerage disposal 


schemes in the area,

PREECE 


Tt gives ine great pleasure to present my report for the year ended 
31st December, 1961, 


&lthough the interest on loans remained at a high rate the Council 
proceeded with the building of new old »seople's bungalows, pressed for the 
conpletion of draft sewerage and sewaze disposal schemes, resolved to build 
new public conveniences, carried out inprovenents to the livestock market and 
continued to do everything possible to interest owners in improving property 
by offering improvement grants. 


In a district with such a high proportion of aged persons the need for 
old people's dwellings is obvious anc the Council are to be congratulated 
on having built nine new bungalows. Six of these are at Penrodyn, Tregaron, 
and three at Heol-y—Bannau, Pontrhydfendigaid, 411 are now occupied and the 
new bungalows and facilities are imch appreciated by the tenants. There is a 
definite need for more dwellings of this type. 


The inadequate and in many cases complete lack of sewerage and sewage 
disposal facilities in villages throughout the district received attention, 
The draft schemes for Llanddewi Brefi and Tregaron will shortly be submitted 
to the Ministry. It is, however, appalling Seat not one village or hanlet 
within the rural district has a proper sewerage system nor a sewage disposal 
works. Whilst appreciating that the proposed schemes for Llanddewi Brefi 
and Tragaron have been given consideration and have been the subject of 
numerous repo-ts and discussions it is perhaps food for thought that at this 
slow rate of progress it will take about 25 years to provide only the larger 
villages with sewerage schemes, whilst smaller villages or hanlets may wait 
even longer, 


4&s a lack of sewers means that it is virtually impossible to provide many 
houses with adequate drainage it suggests that such houses cannot be provided 
with essential amenities for another quarter of a century, iowever well- 
meaning has been the approach to the question of providing sewerage schenes I 
aa of the opinion that consicerably wore thought, with a sense of urgency, must 
be given to providing sewerage schemes throughout the district. 


The Council approved during the year a total of thirty applications for 
improvement grants. If this rate of progress could be maintained over a 
period of ten years more than 20% of all houses in the cistrict will have 
received grants, Although it is true that more owner occupied houses are 
being improved with the aid of grants it is equally true that many of these 
owners would not have been able to improve the property had not a grant been 
available and many others have recently bought houses and improved them knowing 
that only an improvement grant would make the venture economically practicable, 
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Froa the various iteas in the following report it will be seen that 
substantial general progress has been made.

4n application was made to the Minister of Housing and Local 
Governnent for a grant towards the modernization of the four unfit 
houses at Pentre Isaf, Tregaron, which were purchased by the Council. 
Confirmation that a grant will be made was received and tenders were 
invited for the work, The tender of a local builder was accepted and 
work has commenced on the houses. 


DANGEROUS AND DILAPIDATED BUILDING. 


& complaint was received regarding the dangerous and dilapidated 
condition of the building known as Bwichyrhiw, Chapel Street, Tregaron. 
This was formerly a dwelling house which had been unoccupied for a number 
of years and had becouie derelict. There was considerable danger from 
falling slates and masonry, Following correspondence with the owner 
the roof was stripped and the building mace reasonably safe. 


RODENT CONTROL 


Rodent control is carried out by the Council's foreaan on a part 
time basis. There were no major infestations during the year although 
numerous prenises were treated during the year and the two refuse tips 
were regularly baited. 
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TNSPECTION OF MEAT AND OTHER FUODS 

General: Nuwierous visits were paid to food shops, vans etc., and the 

attention of several occupiers was drawn to minor ites requiring 

attention. Considerable work was carried out at one licenced hotel 

to provide separate sanitary conveniences for the sexes and to inprove 

the standard of existing facilities. Slaughterhouses and butcher's shops 

were regularly visited for eat inspection purposes. llore detailed 

information relating to sone itens is given below. 


ice Greaa: There are no ice crean manufacturers in the area but fourteen 
premises are registered under Section 16 of the Food and Drugs Act, 1955, 
for the storage and sale of ice crean. 


Milk: Thee are only two distributors of milk, as defined, registered 

by the Council, and one other distributor is registered by a neighbouring 
Council. Farmers retailing within the district are, of course, registered 
by the Minister of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, 


LEGAL PROCHEDD'GS: 


Food and Drugs Act, 1955 - tiisdescription of Fish. 


legal proceedings were taken against persons involved in the sale fron 
vans of fish of a species other than that demanded by the purchaser, the 
proceedings being taken at Tr:cgaron Magistrates Court by the Cardiganshire 
County Council as the Food and Drugs authority. 


At Llandddewi Brefi I asked a van salesman for hake and received cod. 
Subsequently Stanley Pettit and Terence Pettit of iitferd Haven (principals 
of the firm) were charged under Section 2 of the Food and Drugs Act, 1955, 
with selling food not of the nature desanded, i.e. selling cod as hake; 

Cyril Walter Cockerell of iiilford Haven was charged with aiding and abetting. 
Although represented by a solicitor the defendants pleaded suilty: 

Stanley and Terence Pcttit, the owners, were fined £2 each plus £2.12.6 

each advocate's fee and the salesnan, Cyril Walter Osel:crell, was fined 24. 


&t Tregaron I asked a van salesman for smoked haddock and received 
snoked pouting. Subscquently Reginald Walter Booth was similarly charged 
under the Food and Drugs Act, 1955, with selling smoked pouting as smoked 
haddock, Ue pleaded guilty by letter and was fined £5 with £5. 5. 0. 
advocate's fee, 


Complaint of Foreign iiatter in Bread: 


A Tregaron housewife bought a leaf which, when sliced, was seen to 
contain brownish patches. The matter was referred to the Chief I is xector 
of Weights and lieasures of the County Geuneil who subaitted the loaf for 
exaiination by the Public dalyst. The analyst's report indicated that the 
loaf did not contain any matter of an injurious nature and the sample was 
declared genuine.

SLAUGHTERHOUSE REPORT AND SLAUGHTERNQUSE ORDERS : 

The Minister of Agriculture, F< czies and Food made The Slaughterhouse 
(Hygiene) Regulations (A&cpointed Day) Order, 1961, and the Slaughter of 
Animals (Picvention of Cruelty) Regulations (Appointed Day) Order, 1961. 
These orders appointed the Ist Spril, 1961, as the date when construction 
regulations applied to slaughterhouses in the district. 


4&lthough the premises were not brought up to standard by the lst April, 
1961, and the Council did not then issue renewal licences, both slaughterhouses 
were subsequently imoroved and renewal licences granted. 


KIACKERS __YARD 


There is one licensed knackers yard in the area, i.e. The Kemels, 
Llangeitho, occupied by Mv. Bertie Stephens. 


FACTORIES | 4&CT 


There ore nineteen factories, as defined, within the rural district. 
Teis is a decrease of one over the previous year. Seventeen of the orenises 
were "factories with power" and only two were a "factory without power", ‘The 
only relatively big factory is the Milk Marketing Board Creamery at Pont 
Llanio. The appendix at the end of the report gives statistics relating to 
factories in the area, 


REFUSE DiSPOS&L 


The collection of refuse is undertaken weekly in the larger villages 
and fortnightly in the smaller villages and hanlets. Refuse is disposed of 
by controlled tipping at two tips, viz. Tyndomen, Tregaron, and Bryn Villa, 
Ystrad Meurig. 


Litter bins have been provided throughout the district, the larger 
villages being well supplied with bins, 


With the increased volume of refuse now being collected the existing 
lorry is too small and it has been agreed in principle to purchase a new, 
larger, refuse collection vehicle during the coming year. It is also hoped 
to institute a weekly collection throughout the district in the near future. 


WATER SUPPLIES 


Public Supplies: The South Cardiganshire Water board is responsible for 
public supplies. The water is obtained from the Teify Pools reservoir 
within the Tregeron Rural District and is treated at the Board's treatient 
works at Strata Florida, rontrhydfendigaid, before distribution to the 
Southern half of the County. The Engineer of the Board, tir. Huw Prothero, 
M.A., H.I.C.H., &.M.I.Mun.E., M.I.W.E., has kindly given details, sumuarized 
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as follows, relating to sampling, purity etc., of public supplies:-

work and/or further saapling because of evidence of contanination, 


The Council agreed to the use of water for domestic purposes at 
13 ferns.

sewerage and Sewage Dis posal: 


It is with regret I have to report, as in orevious years, that 
sewerage and sewage cissosal facilities are not only inadequate but are for 
the greater part of the district non-existent. Even in Tregaron, the 
biggest centre of population in the area, the sewers are inadequate and 
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the disposal system obsolete. Some parts of Llanddewi Brefi, Llangeitho 

and Pontrhydfendigaid are served by sewers which were originally surface 
water sewers. There are no sewers in the villages of Pontrhydygroes and 
Ysbyty Ystwyth nor in the smaller villages and hanlets of Berth/Tynreithyn, 
Bronnant, Lledrod, Swyddffynnon, Ffair Rhos, Ystrad Meurig, Tyngraig, Penuwch, 
Bwlchllan etc, 


Although the Council's Consultant Engineers have been preparing 
sewerage and sewage disposal schemes for Tregaron and Llanddewi Brefi and 
these are both in final stages, further progress was prevented by inability 
to complete negotiations for the purchase of land for the sewage disposal 
works. However, it is hoped that early in 1962 both scheues will be 
submitted for Ministry approval, 


The Gouncil have also asked the Consultant Engineers to prepare 
schemes for Pontrhydfendigaid and Ysbyty Ystwyth/Pontrhydygroes, No 
proposals have been suggested nor even considered for Llangeitho which 
urgently needs a sewerage scheme, 


I would again say that lack of a proper sewer is a tremendous 
disadvantage when trying to get owners to improve properties. In many 
cases it is virtually impossible to bring houses up to standard because 
no sewer is available. Lack of sewers is quite definitely a sajor factor 
in the relatively low standard of aienities in the older houses in villages 
in the district. 


TREGARON LIVESTOCK iiARKET 
The livestock market, adjoining Station Road, Tregaron, is a well 
known and conveniently situated centre, serving a wide erea, The market 
premises are owned by the Council and let to an auctioneer for the purpose 
of holding livestock sales. Regular fortnightly sales are held together 
with other special seasonal sales of livestock, 


During the year a new washing bay was constructed to cater for the 
cattle lorries using the market. No proper facilities were previously 
available and the new washing bay is a considerable iaprovenent, 


& scheme for additional penning accommodation was also agreed. The 
work on this extension should be commenced before the end of the current 
financial year, and when completed will provide tmch~needed extra accommodation 
for cattle. 


EYBLIC _ CONVEN TENCES 


The Council have provided four public conveniences. Two of these 
are situated in Tregaron and the others at Pontrhydfendigaid and Llanddewi 
Brefi. Routine cleansing and maintenance of these conveniences is of 
course carried out by the council's workmen, 
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Although it was not possible to proceed further with plans for 
public conveniences at Ysbyty Ystwyth and Pontrhydygroes due to lack of 
sites, a suitable site has been offered to the Council at Llangeitho and 
draft plans are being prepared for the building, 


HOUSING ESTATES, MATNTEMANCE, BUTLD DIG, D&POSTT OF PLANS ETC. 


Gouncil, Houses: The nunber of Council houses increased during the year fron 

94 to 107. This followed the building of six old people's bungalows at 
Penrodyn, Tregaron, three sinilar bungalows at Heol~y—bannau, Pontrhydfendigaid, 
and the purchase under the Housing Act, 1957, of four old unfit houses at 
Pentre Isaf, Tregaron, wich are now being modernized. 


The building of three old people's bungalows at Lianddewi Brefi was 
deferred although tenders had been received. This was because Ministerial 
permission to build cannot be obtained until plans for the Llanddewi Brefi 
sewerage scheme are finalized, 


The Council were advised that the Brynawel fields adjoining the 
Brynheulog and iiinygors council housing estates would be very suitable for 
building and as it was understood that the owner was negotiating for the 
sale of one plot he might be interested in negotiating for the sale of the 
fields. The Council have agreed to negotiate with the owner for the 
purchase of the land,
